On the front of the two pedestals on 


either end of the seat are two reliefs 
in bronze, the work of Mr. French, one 
representing the passage of the forts 
at New Orleans when commodore, 
then Lieutenant Perkins, was execu- 
tive officer on the Cayuga; the other 
representing- the battle of Mobile Bay 
when Commodor Perkins commanded 
the Chickasaw. 


The statue was formally presented 


to the state by Rear-Admiral George E. 
Belkuap, U. S. N. 


His Excellency Chester B. Jordan, 


governor of New Hampshire, accepted 
the magnificent gift. 


The oration of the day was delivered 


by the Rev. William Jewett Tucker, D. 
D., president of Dartmouth college. 


The exercises closed with the bene- 


diction by Bishop Niles of the diocese/ 
of New Hampshire. 


The New Hampshire department. G. 


A. R., acted as guard of honor, and Ad- 
miral Read, the commandant 
of the 


Portsmouth navy yard, brought with 
him from that post a squad of marines 
and sailors to take part in the ceremo- 
ny. Guns from the First Light Battery 
fired the commodore's salute of eleven 
suns as the statue was unveiled and at 
the close of the exercises. 


Following the exercises the guests 


if the occasion were banqueted at the 
Eagle hotel.

concerning it. In this waj the lender 
Would think It must be that he had not 
made clear the necessity of returning 
the manuscript or failed to Indicate 
sufficiently its value. 


"Perhaps he would como to think 


himself that It was of no value. At all 
events, he could not get very angry 
with a man who appeared hardly to 
realize that he had committed anj of- 
fense whatever. This advice, I belle\e, 
was wound. 


"My attention," he go*»n on, "was llvnt 


directed to the futility of apology sev- 
eral years ago, I was a northern man 
In a southern city, new to southern 
conditions and Inexperienced In deal- 
Ing with 'the colored brother'

afternoon a Georgian friend urged mu 
to go somewhere with him for several 
hours.

He never will do anything for you 
again after an apology.' 


"A further acquaintance with the 


mysterious ways of the colored brother 
led me to believe that there was some 
small amount of wisdom In this ad- 
vice or at least that it rested upon 
sonic principles of Ethiopian human 
nature. I then began to wonder If the 
name thing were not true of tho white 
man.

"An apology spoils everybody and Ip-

ing It. Therefore tny rule in life Is to 
do somewhere near as well as I can 
and then In contact with my fellow 
man to assume that I ha\e done exact- 
ly right and to affect surprise and in- 
difference In the extreme at any sug- 
gestion that things are ever otherwise, j 


"The next time Lord Chesterfield 


writes out his rules of conduct he- 
should append as one of them, 'Never 
apologize.' Do things meet for apology 
as seldom as possible, but, having done 
them, do not apologize for them. That 
is self Incrlmlnatlon. and It Is a prin- 
ciple of old English common law that 
no one should be. obliged to testify 
against himself."

I ha\e myself apol- 
ogized a great many times, but 1 can- 
not truly say that an apology has ever 
really helped my cant- with the person 
who was offended. Of course it patch- 
ed the matter up but did that do any 
good?

HOW IT VAWE6 AT DIFFERENT TIMES 


AND 'PLACES. 


It !• »t ttn Shortcut AH Over 


the Globe, It Ljmtn For Thirty Min- 
ute* «t Honolulu and For Eighteen 
Vm.ru »t the Pole*. 


The belief that there is little or no 


twilight within the great tropical belt 
encircling our planet is a very wide- 
spread one. History, however, warns 
ns that beliefs need not necessarily ac- 
cord with facts. It might indeed almost 
be said that they usually do not. 


The toiling and moiling millions, the 


humble units that, taken in the bulk, 
constitute what is called a "great pow- 
er," have neither the time nor the in- 
clination to overhaul their opinions. 
They are not assailed by donbts as to 
whether the intellectual coffee which 
they have at odd moments imbibed 
may not have been mostly chicory. 
Such a state of mind unquestionably 
makes more happiness, and although 
such happiness may bear rather too 
much resemblance to that of, say, the 
cow it is none the less real for all that. 


Twilight is at its shortest at the 


equator and increases with the latitude 
—at the equinoxes—at about the same 
rate as that at which the meridians de- 
crease their distance from one another. 
The increase is, therefore, very slow in 
low latitudes and very rapid near the 
poles. 


Practical or civil twilight is the time 


•which elapses between the moment of 
the sun's setting and the moment when 
he is seven degrees of a great circle be- 
low the horizon. At the equator this 
time cannot, of course, be less than 28 
minutes. At the edges of the tropic 
zone it is about 31 minutes. 


A person with good eyesight will, 


should he care to make the experiment, 
find that when at sea and on or near 
the equator he is able to read average 
type on deck for at least 28 minutes 
alter, the sun has set without the aid of 
artificial light and when there is no 
moonlight. 


This is the common sense experiment 


of which the duration is conuiderably 
longer than the practical, and even at 
the equator something like 70 minutes 
will elapse before night holds undis- 
puted sway. 
This is the length of the 


true, the astronomical twilight. 


It is at or near the equinoxes that the 


phenomenon under consideration is at 
its shortest all over the globe. At thos-o 
periods it lasts at Honolulu 30 minute." 
at San Francisco, 35; nt London. 4~> 
at St. Petcrhburg, 57; at the Arctic am 
Antarctic circles, 72, and at the poles, 
18 days. When, then, we say that the 
poles have six mouths' light and sis 
months' darkness, it is little mere thai: 
a facon do parlor. 


The north polo has no less than 2'-2 


days of practical daylight each year, the 
south polo 315 days, and the equator 
107 days. Nausen, when in high north 
ern latitudes, was able to read The 
Verdensgang many days before th 
lunged for sunrise following the Ion; 
winter night. Tho great length of th 
twilight in polar regions is a boon in 
deed to explorers. The popular iinagina 
tion usually attaches itself to the great 
cold they have to endure, but tho real 
encruy is the long darkness, which is 
trying to the enthusiasm-of even a 
Nansen, Peary or a Jackson. 


There is practically no difference in 


the length of the twilight at the equa- 
tor at the equinoxes and solstices. Even 
at Honolulu it will not vary by more 
than a couple of minutes. Bnt in the 
higher latitudes tho varying duration 
is very marked. 
In latitude r>9)<; de- 


grees, for instance, it lasts 06 minutes 
at the equinoxes, but in the summer 
solstice it lasts from sunset till sunrise— 
that is to say, from 9:10 o'clock till 
3:50, or five hours and 40 minutes. 


North or south of 83 degrees practical 


twilight lasts all "night" at the eqni- 
noxe. 
The sun is, it is true, .only 12 


hours above the horizon, but as ho can- 
uot go more than 7 degrees below it 
there is continual daylight for tho 2 t 
hours. In such cities as Stockholm and 
St. Petersburg there are close on to 1 -1 
hours of daylight at those seasons when 
day and night are said to be equal, and 
at the equator itself the .day all the 
year round is made of 13 hours' daylight 
and 11 hours' darkness. It must not be 
forgotten that in those latitudes where 
the sun remains for months below the 
horizon there is during that period a 
good deal of daylight, so that along the 
eightieth parallel north (a little north 
of which the Jackson-Harmsworth ex- 
pedition spent three consecutive years 
in the Franz Josef islands), although 
the sun does not rise between Oct. 19 
and Feb. 22, there is a period of three 
weeks following the final snnset and 
another of the same length preceding 
the first sunrise of the year, on each 
day of which good type can he read for 
a few minutes up to some hours with- 
out artificial light.—San Francisco Call.

PHILIPPINE 
PECULIARITIES. 


Compiled at Zamboanga, Mindanao, 


February, 1901. 


Nearly a.11 countries contribute to 


the population of Manila if we include 
transients, but the principal languages 
are Tagalog, Spanish, Chinese, Eng- 
lish and German, probably given here 
in the order of their importance. 
In- 


cluding all the native tribes of the 
archipelago, there are embraced within 
the nine or ten millions of population 
some fifty or more languages and dia- 
lects. At the advent of the Spaniards, 
the Viscayaus, or inhabitants of the 
central islands, had a written language, 
which, however, was completely de- 
stroyed. In Luzon much the same oc- 
currence prevailed in all except the 
spoken languages, which, though be- 
coming more and more unlike each 
other, have remained distinct from 
acquired foreign tongues. 
Tagalogs 


in serving the Spaniards have spread 
their dialect throughout the islands, 
and some words which seem to belong 
to no tribe run in the languages of 
nearly all of them. 
The Mangayans of Mindoro, just to 


the south of Luzon, are a notable ex- 
ception both in speech and manners. 
As everywhere else, Spanish has been 
the official tongue when used between 
natives and foreigners, but they seem 
to have no words that are used by any 
other tribe. Moro pirates discouraged 
enterprise on that island, and it was 
abandoned by Spaniards, Chinese and 
Tagalogs alike, and by the coast rovert- 
Ingto its original uncultivated state, 
the island came to bft considered the 
most unhealthful of the group, which 
thfu resulted in the natives remaining 
much as they were first found; Ignor- 


but docile and adrnira- 


day, 
being lowered at night or during 


inclement weather. 
The tropical vegetation and total ab- 


sence of preparation for winter, a 
few captive monkeys and parrots, cats 
with very short tails crooked like flsh 
hooks, and the lack of a city directory, 
also mark the places as strange to a 
person "just over from the old coun- 
try." 
The length 
of time between the 


longest and shortest uays of the year 
is about an hour and three quarters, 
darkness coming early, with twilight 
some fifteen to thirty minutes only, 
night falling at six to seven o'clock 
and, of course, dawn is corresponding- 
ly short. 
Mosquitos are numerous and beds 


are like covered wagons in appear- 
ance, having coverings of mosquito 
netting suspended by a frame so as to 
form a canopied protection against 
them. Ants, also, are great pests, and 
carpets are not used because it is nec- 
essary each day to rub the floor with 
petroleum to keep them away.
